A  New  Tower  in  Chinatown? 


Not  too  many  years  ago, 
in  2006  a  plan  was  put  forward 
for  a  28-story  mixed  use  hotel 
and  residential  tower  to  be  built 
at  the  site  of  the  historic  Jacob 
Wirth  building  on  Stuart  Street  in 
Chinatown.  That  plan  was  even¬ 
tually  withdrawn,  but  it  seems  a 
new  proposal  to  put  a  tower  on 
the  site  has  come  to  the  fore. 

The  Boston  Globe  reported 
on  Wednesday  that  EAST  AT  Re¬ 
alty  is  proposing  a  24-story  office 
tower  to  be  built  on  the  site.  The 
plan  calls  for  keeping  the  Jacob 
Wirth  building  intact,  unlike  the 


2006  plan,  which  would  have,  as 
the  Globe  reported,  demolished 
the  building's  kitchen. 

If  the  plan  goes  forward,  it 
would  represent  the  continua¬ 
tion  of  a  trend  of  building  high  in 
Chinatown,  including  Archstone, 
120  Kingston  Street  (site  of  the 
Dainty  Dot  Building),  and  the 
Metropolitan  building.  Unlike 
those  buildings,  however,  this 
proposal  calls  for  the  Jacob  Wirth 
tower  to  be  office  space. 

This  plan  also  continues 
the  peculiarly  Boston  phenom¬ 
enon  of  constructing  towers  that 


incorporate  at  least  the  facade 
of  a  shorter,  older  building.  In  a 
city  as  old  as  Boston,  and  without 
much  room  for  expansion  in  the 
downtown  area,  this  technique 
has  become  popular.  The  plans 
for  120  Kingston  Street  originally 
called  for  preserving  the  facade 
of  the  building.  The  tower  being 
constructed  at  the  site  of  the  old  ‘ 
Filene's  building  in  Downtown 
Crossing  will  do  the  same,  and 
Exchange  Place  in  the  financial 
district  rises  out  of  the  1896  stone 
Boston  Stock  Exchange  building. 
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Bilingual  Ballot  Bill  Languishes, 
But  Community  Power  Keeps 
Growing

The  Asian  American  com¬ 
munity  won  unanimous  passage 
of  the  Home  Rule  Petition  to 
extend  Chinese  and  Vietnamese 
bilingual  ballots  in  May,  but  the 
state  legislative  session  closes 
on  July  31st  with  little  chance  of 
enacting  the  bill  into  law. 

The  community  sought 
legislation,  to  extend  Chinese 
•  and  Vietnamese  bilingual  bal¬ 
lots  beyond  the  December  2008 
expiration  date  and  to  specifically 
authorize  inclusion  of  Chinese 
names  on  the  ballot,  after  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  William  Galvin 
repeatedly  refused  to  meet  with 
Asian  American  leaders  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  issues. 

Over  the  past  year,  nearly 
two  thousand  community  mem¬ 
bers  have  written  letters  to  city 
and  state  officials.  Voters  have 
engaged  in  a  number  of  lobby 


days  first  at  City  Hall  and  then  at 
the  State  House,  and  hundreds 
turned  out  for  the  City  Council 
hearing  in  May  and  a  civil  rights 
speak-out  at  the  State  House  in 
June.  The  Coalition  for  Asian 
American  Voting  Rights  has 
involved  more  than  30  Asian 
American  community  organiza¬ 
tions  as  well  as  advocacy  groups 
like  MassVOTE,  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Immigrant  and  Refugee 
Advocacy  Coalition,  and  the  Jew¬ 
ish  Alliance  for  Law  and  Social 
Action. 

As  the  two-year  legislative 
session  began  winding  to  a  close, 
elderly  Chinatown  voters  began 
two  weeks  of  daily  visits  and 
four  days  of  public  vigil  in  front 
of  the  State  House.  This  week, 
the  bill  was  finally  admitted  to 
the  House  of  Representatives, 
just  two  days  before  the  July  31 


close  of  the  formal  two-year  leg¬ 
islative  session,  making  it  highly 
unlikely  for  the  bill  to  be  passed 
this  year. 

Since  unanimous  passage  by 
the  Boston  City  Council,  every 
minor  procedural  step  of  the 
Home  Rule  Petition  has  moved 
at  a  snail's  pace,  including  two 
weeks  for  Mayor  Menino  to  sign 
the  bill,  one  week  for  it  to  be 
sent  to  the  State  House  clerk's 
office,  three  weeks  to  move  from 
the  clerk's  office  to  the  House 
Committee  on  Rules,  and  nearly 
five  weeks  to  be  admitted  to  the 
House  of  Representatives.  All 
of  these  steps  are  at  such  an 
early  level  of  the  process  that  the 
legislation  may  not  even  have  a 
bill  number  by  the  close  of  the 
session. 
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On  Their

"You  made  a  lot  of  sac¬ 
rifices,"  the  mayor  said,  "you  are 
all  winners,  and  the  city  is  a  lot 
richer  because  of  your  efforts." 

Two  of  the  Boston  China¬ 
town  Neighborhood  Center's 
scholarship  recipients  will  attend 
Bunker  Hill  Community  College 
in  September.  Rongfu  Lei  just 
graduated  from  Banc's  Adult 
Education  Program  and  has  been 
a  Take  and  Give  Peer  Tutor.  He 
will  major  in  computer  science. 
Yuci  Zhu,  who  works  full-time  as 
a  hotel  housekeeper  but  who  also 
found  time  to  be  a  Peer  Tutor, 
will  study  accounting.  Xiao  Ling 
Wen  just  completed  her  Associ¬ 
ate's  Degree  at  Quincy  College. 
She  has  also  been  socially  active 
by  participating  in  the  Harvard 
Health  Project  and  Community 
Day  at  Boston  City  Hall.  She  will 
major  in  management  at  UMass 
Boston. 

The  Asian  American  Civic 
Association  has  had  at  least  one 
winner  of  the  First  Literacy 
scholarships  each  year  since  1993. 
Three  of  this  year's  four  winners 
will  study  at  Bunker  Hill.  Vy 
Quan,  who  arrived  in  the  United 
States  from  Vietnam  only  nine 
months  ago,  began  classes  in 
June  and  will  major  in  account¬ 
ing.  Mario  Saul  Orellana  from 
El  Salvador  will  major  in  com-

puter  science,  and  Natali 
Panameno,  also  from  El 
Salvador,  will  study  ac¬ 
counting.  Nathalie  Henry, 
who  is  from  Haiti,  is  study¬ 
ing  in  the  Directions  for 
Student  Potential  program 
at  UMass  Boston,  an  inten¬ 
sive  summer  course  which 
helps  students  get  ready 
for  regular  college  classes 
in  the  fall. 

In  their  winning  es¬ 
says,  all  of  the  Chinatown 
students  talked  about  the 
importance  of  higher  edu¬ 
cation  even  while  working, 
in  many  cases  full-time, 
and  helping  to  support 
their  families.  All  of  the 
students  even  found  time 
to  give  something  back  to 
their  programs  by  volun¬ 
teering,  serving  on  their 
respective  student  coun¬ 
cils,  tutoring  lower  level 
English  learners  or  doing 
clerical  work. 

A  former  Chinatown 
ESOL  student,  Lanfang 
Maylor,  who  won  a  schol¬ 
arship  in  2006  and  is  now 
studying  at  Bunker  Hill, 
was  a  featured  speaker 
along  with  Mayor  Menino. 
Maylor,  a  nurse's  assistant 
at  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center,  urged  this 
year's  winners  not  to  give 
up  and  to  keep  moving 
forward  toward  their  goals. 

First  Literacy,  which 
until  recently  was  known 
as  the  Boston  Adult  Lit¬ 
eracy  Fund,  has  awarded 
347  one  thousand  dollar 
scholarships  since  1990. 

It  is  a  twenty  year  old 
nonprofit  organization  that 
supports  literacy  efforts  for 
adults  and  their  families 
by  raising  private  funds 
and  public  awareness  to 
strengthen  adult  basic 
education  in  Boston. 


The  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  today 
passed  a  resolution  honor¬ 
ing  Asian  American  and 
Pacific  Islander  soldiers 
who  fought  in  the  U.S. 
Civil  War,  culminating  a 
five-year  battle  by  Rep. 
Mike  Honda  (D-CA)  to 
help  correct  the  historical 
record. 

Historians  have  re¬ 
cently  uncovered  evidence 
that  hundreds  of  soldiers 
of  AAPI  heritage  fought 
on  both  the  Union  and 
Confederate  sides,  con¬ 
tinuing  a  long  tradition  of 
significant  AAPI  contri¬ 
butions  to  the  history  of 
the  United  States  since 
the  Colonial  Era.  H.  Res. 
415  posthumously  honors 
Edward  Day  Cohota  and 
Joseph  L.  Pierce,  both  of 
Chinese  ancestry,  as  ex¬ 
amples  of  this  overlooked 
group  of  men. 

"The  history  of 
America  would  be 
totally  different  with¬ 
out  the  contributions  of 
Asian  Americans.  From 
hard  labor  building  the 
transcontinental  railroad 
linking  our  coasts,  to  the 
academic  contributions 
ranging  from  philosophy 
to  medicine,  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  have  been  an  integral 
part  of  making  our  coun¬ 
try  great,"  said  Rep.  Mike 
Honda.  "I  am  pleased  that 
heroes  such  as  Pierce  and 
Cohota  will  finally  take 
the  place  they  deserve  in 
our  nation's  memory." 

The  resolution, 
co-sponsored  by  more 


than  50  legislators  from 
both  parties,  focuses  on 
the  actions  of  Cohota 
and  Pierce,  the  two  most 
widely  documented  AAPI 
Civil  War  soldiers. 

Cohota's  comrades 
gave  testimony  of  the 
seven  bullet  holes  in  his 
coat  during  the  battle  of 
Drury  Bluff.  Pierce  fought 
at  the  Battle  of  Gettys¬ 
burg,  volunteering  for  a 
dangerous  assault  on  Bliss 
Farm,  a  bloody  no-man's 
land  between  the  Union 
and  Confederate  armies. 
Both  men  were  Union 
soldiers. 

Despite  the  sacrifice 
of  hundreds  of  men  such 
as  Pierce  and  Cohota,  the 
bigoted  laws  of  the  day 
denied  them  the  right  to 
naturalize  as  U.S.  Citizens. 
Honda  said  this  resolution 
was  the  least  that  could 
be  done  to  honor  their 
memory. 

"As  a  teacher  and 
an  educator  of  more  than 
30  years,  I  believe  our 
students  should  learn 
about  these  exploits  in 
their  history  books;  they 
should  learn  that  from  the 
start  our  country's  history 
has  been  rich  in  diver¬ 
sity,"  Honda  said.  "Also  it 
is  very  important  for  our 
community  to  see  their 
ancestors'  contribution 
acknowledged.  I  thank 
groups  such  as  the  Chi¬ 
nese  American  Citizens 
Alliance  and  all  my  col¬ 
leagues  in  Congress  who 
made  possible  this  long 
overdue  resolution."

What  are  the  new  require¬ 
ments  for  tuberculosis  (TB) 
testing  and  treatment? 

Detailed  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  new  require¬ 
ments  are  available  in  the 
Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services,  Centers 
for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention's  (CDC)  docu¬ 
ment.  Some  of  the  major 
changes  to  the  TB  require¬ 
ments  include: 

Applicants  with 
Class  A  tuberculosis  must 
complete  a  full  course  of 
TB  treatment  before  receiv¬ 
ing  medical  clearance  by 
United  States  Citizenship 
and  Immigration  Services 
(USCIS)  for  adjustment  of 
status; 

A  chest  x-ray  is 
required  for  all  applicants 
with  a  tuberculin  skin  test 
(TST)  reaction  of  less  than 
5  mm  who  have  signs  or 
symptoms  of  TB  or  immu¬ 
nosuppression; 

A  chest  x-ray  is 
required  for  all  applicants 
with  a  TST  reaction  of 
more  than  5  mm,  including 
pregnant  women; 

Sputum  cultures  and 
drug  susceptibility  testing 
for  positive  cultures  are 
required  for  applicants 
with  chest  x-ray  findings 
suggestive  of  active  TB 
disease. 

Who  is  required  to  have  a 
TB  test? 

All  applicants  two 
years  of  age  or  older  are 
required  to  have  a  tubercu¬ 
lin  skin  test  (TST).  Children 
younger  than  age  two  are 
required  to  have  a  TST  if 
there  is  evidence  of  contact 
with  a  person  known  to 
have  TB  or  if  there  is  other 
reason  to  suspect  TB.  If 
evidence  of  TB  infection 
is  found,  a  chest  x-ray  is 
required.  Any  person  with 
a  positive  skin  test  reaction 
of  more  than  5mm  will  also 
be  require  a  chest  x-ray. 

When  did  the  new  TB 
requirements  become  effec¬ 
tive? 

The  new  TB  testing 
and  treatment  require¬ 
ments  became  effective 
on  May  1,  2008.  However, 
CDC  allowed  a  30  day 
grace  period.  Therefore, 
any  medical  exam  that 
takes  place  on  or  after  June 
1,  2008  must  be  performed 
in  accordance  with  the  new 
TB  testing  requirements. 

Will  USCIS  accept  Form 
1-693  if  the  civil  surgeon 
performed  a  chest  x-ray 
without  the  TST? 

No,  the  civil  surgeon 
must  administer  the  TST, 
unless  one  of  the  excep¬ 
tions  listed  in  the  Technical 
Instructions  applies.  If  the 
civil  surgeon  performs  a 
chest  x-ray  without  giving 
the  applicant  the  TST,  the 
reason  for  omitting  the  TST 
must  be  noted  on  Form 
1-693. 

What  are  the  new  vaccina¬ 
tion  requirements? 

The  CDC  has  revised 
its  vaccination  require¬ 
ments.  As  of  July  1,  2008, 


the  following  additional 
vaccinations  are  required 
in  order  to  adjust  status  to 
legal  permanent  resident: 
Rotavirus;  Hepatitis  A;  Me¬ 
ningococcal;  Human  papil¬ 
lomavirus;  and  Zoster. 

Some  of  these  vac¬ 
cinations  are  required  for 
certain  age  groups  only. 
During  the  examination 
with  the  civil  surgeon,  he 
or  she  will  review  the  vac¬ 
cination  history,  and  may 
determine  that  certain  vac¬ 
cinations  are  not  necessary 
or  not  appropriate.  Specific 
information  on  vaccines, 
including  tables  on  age- 
appropriate  vaccines  and 
ACIP  recommendations, 
are  available  at  CDC's 
National  Center  for  Immu¬ 
nization  and  Respiratory 
Diseases  (NCIRD)  website. 

When  will  the  new  vac¬ 
cination  requirements 
become  effective? 

The  new  vaccina¬ 
tion  requirements  became 
effective  on  July  1, 2008. 
However,  CDC  approved 
a  30  day  grace  period  until 
August  1,  2008.  Therefore, 
for  any  medical  exam  con¬ 
ducted  on  or  after  August 
1,  2008,  the  new  vaccina¬ 
tions,  if  appropriate,  must 
be  administered  in  order 
for  USCIS  to  approve  the 
applicant  for  adjustment  of 
status. 

Is  there  a  waiver  available 
for  applicants  who  cannot 
afford  the  new  vaccina¬ 
tions? 

No.  The  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  a  waiver  remain 
unchanged. 

Does  USCIS  require  that 
all  shots  in  each  vaccine 
series  be  completed  before 
applying  for  adjustment  of 
status? 

No.  The  applicant 
must  have  received  all  the 
required  age-appropri¬ 
ate  vaccines  that  could 
be  given  at  the  time  of 
the  medical  exam.  If  the 
applicant  has  started  the 
vaccination  series,  but  is 
not  able  to  complete  all  the 
required  shots  because, 
at  the  time  of  the  medical 
exam,  the  minimum  time 
interval  between  shots  has 
not  passed,  the  applicant 
may  still  apply  for  adjust¬ 
ment  of  status.  A  waiver  is 
available  in  cases  where, 
due  to  required  time  inter¬ 
vals,  it  was  impossible  for 
the  applicant  to  receive  all 
shots  in  the  series  before 
submitting  the  application. 

For  example,  the  Hep¬ 
atitis  A  vaccine  requires 
that  applicant  receive 
two  doses  of  vaccine,  six 
months  apart.  If  the  appli¬ 
cant  receives  the  first  dose 
in  January,  he  or  she  does 
not  have  to  wait  until  July 
to  submit  the  adjustment  of 
status  application.  Howev¬ 
er,  the  applicant  must  have 
received  at  least  the  first 
dose  of  the  vaccine,  if  ap¬ 
propriate,  before  applying 
for  a  change  in  status. 


Immigrants 


Sen.  Hillary  Rod¬ 
ham  Clinton  (D-NY)  and 
Rep.  Mike  Honda  (D-CA) 
announced  that  they  are 
introducing  legislation 
that  will  help  newcomers 
integrate  into  America's 
social  and  economic  fabric 
through  English  language 
education,  civics  instruc¬ 
tion,  incentives  for  busi¬ 
nesses  that  invest  in  the 
education  of  their  non-Eng¬ 
lish  speaking  employees, 
and  federal  support  for 
state  and  local  plans  to 
integrate  new  immigrants. 

Sen.  Clinton  hailed 
the  "The  Strengthening 
Communities  Through 
Education  and  Integration 
Act  of  2008"  as  an  impor¬ 
tant  step  toward  helping 
bridge  the  gaps  between 
coming  to  America  and 
becoming  part  of  the  fabric 
of  America.  She  noted  that 
despite  working  hard  and 
playing  by  the  rules,  many 
new  Americans  face  signif¬ 
icant  obstacles  to  achieving 
success  for  themselves  and 
their  families,  especially 
lack  of  English  language 
skills. 

"We  all  share  a  belief 
in  stronger  communities 
that  make  America  more 
competitive  in  the  world," 
Senator  Clinton  said. 

"By  investing  in  Eng¬ 
lish  language  education, 
community  support,  and 
other  important  tools,  this 
legislation  will  help  new 
Americans  become  part  of 
the  American  family." 

Honda  and  Clinton 
were  joined  by  Rep.  Ileana 
Ros-Lehtinen  (R-FL), 

Ruben  Hinojosa  (D-TX), 
and  Raul  Grijalva  (D-AZ), 
and  Henry  Cuellar  (D-TX) 
as  the  bill's  original  co¬ 
sponsors.  Honda  said  the 
importance  of  this  bill  is 
underscored  by  its  biparti¬ 
san  nature. 

"As  a  country  of  immi¬ 
grants  we  have  always  de¬ 
pended  upon  newcomers 
to  fuel  our  progress,"  said 
Honda.  "Legislation  that 
provides  them  educational 
tools  is  logical  and  good 
for  our  country.  Instead  of 
turning  our  backs  on  immi¬ 
grants,  we  should  open  our 
arms  and  embrace  them. 
Their  success  is  America's 
success,  and  we  should 
invest  in  it  through  sound 
education  policies  such  as 
this." 

The  bill  is  divided  into 
three  components  that  sup¬ 
port  English  literacy  educa¬ 
tion;  encourage  businesses 
to  support  English  literacy 
and  other  education;  and 
empower  local  communi¬ 
ties  to  design  strategies 
that  fit  their  individual 
realities.  It  will: 

Increase  funding  for 
the  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion's  successful  Even  Start 
Family  Literacy  Program 
and  offers  tax  credits  to 
English  Language  Learners 
to  encourage  focus  on  this 
important  area.  It  also  cre¬ 
ates  grants  for  English  lit¬ 
eracy  and  civics  education 
programs  and  supports 
research  on  adult  learning 


and  literacy; 

Offer  tax  credits  to 
employers  who  provide 
their  workers  with  English 
literacy  and  GED  train¬ 
ing.  Businesses  can  receive 
credits  for  20  percent  of  the 
cost  of  the  program,  or  up 
to  $1,000  per  employee; 

And  authorize  grants 
for  the  formation  of  State 
New  American  Integra¬ 
tion  Councils  consisting  of 
leaders  from  the  business, 
non-profit,  religious,  civic 
and  philanthropic  commu¬ 
nities.  These  councils  will 
be  charged  with  develop¬ 
ing  and  implementing 
comprehensive  integration 
plans  for  immigrants  in 
their  local  areas. 

Last  year.  Rep.  Hinojo¬ 
sa  introduced  the  "Adults 
Achieving  the  American 
Dream  Act"  (H.R.  2214), 
which  contained  several 
key  provisions  that  were 
incorporated  in  today's 
legislation.  That  bill  called 
for  an  important  expan¬ 
sion  of  adult  ESL  and  civics 
education,  an  increased 
investment  in  Even  Start, 
and  employer-based  tax 
incentives.  Each  of  those 
components  is  part  of 
today's  bipartisan  initia¬ 
tive. 

"For  centuries,  the 
American  Dream  has  called 
millions  to  our  nation's 
shores.  Unfortunately,  at 
present,  the  dream  is  fad¬ 
ing  for  too  many  because 
they  lack  the  skills  needed 
to  succeed  in  our  coun¬ 
try,"  said  Hinojosa.  "This 
legislation  opens  the  doors 
to  immigrants  so  they 
have  the  chance  to  fully 
participate  in  American 
society  and  strengthen  the 
country's  fabric." 

Rep.  Ros-Lehtinen  said 
this  bill  strikes  the  right 
balance  for  the  nations 
diverse  communities. 

"South  Florida  is  a 
uniquely  diverse  region 
that  is  home  to  families 
with  global  heritages.  The 
entrepreneurial  spirit  of 
immigrants  continues  to 
shape  my  community  and 
our  nation  alike,"  Ros- 
Lehtinen  said.  "This  act 
will  certainly  improve  the 
tools  families  have  at  their 
disposal  so  that  they  can 
truly  succeed  and  incor¬ 
porate  themselves  into  the 
fabric  of  the  United  States." 

Sam  Jammal,  counsel 
and  spokesman  for  the 
Mexican  American  Legal 
Defense  and  Educational 
Fund  (MALDEF)  said  the 
integration  process  is  often 
not  a  question  of  motiva¬ 
tion,  but  opportunity. 
Jammal  said  this  legisla¬ 
tion  recognizes  English 
language  acquisition  as  an 
education  issue,  not  just  an 
immigration  topic. 

The  number  of  English 
language  learners  in  Amer¬ 
ica's  public  school  system 
-  most  of  whom  are  na¬ 
tive-born  U.S.  citizens  -  has 
nearly  doubled  in  the  last 
15  years,  and  is  expected 
to  reach  25  percent  of  the 
public  school  population

Here  is  the  bad  news: 
more  than  one  million 
people  will  be  diagnosed 
with  skin  cancer  this  year. 
The  good  news  is  that  there 
are  easy  steps  you  can  take 
to  prevent  it.  The  simple 
rule  to  remember  is  that 
the  more  you  are  out  in 
the  sun- without  protect¬ 
ing  your  skin-the  greater 
your  chance  of  getting  skin 
cancer. 

If  you  have  darker 
skin,  you  might  think  you 
are  not  at  risk.  It  is  true 
that  the  lighter  your  skin 
is,  the  greater  your  risk  is. 
However,  everyone  is  at 
risk  no  matter  what  their 
skin  color  is.  Also,  if  you 
have  darker  skin,  it  may  be 
more  difficult  to  see  when 
there  has  been  a  change  in 
your  skin.  Finding  changes 
as  early  as  possible  is  the 
best  way  to  prevent  skin 
cancer. 

The  main  thing  you 
can  do  for  yourself  and 
your  family  is  to  avoid 
being  in  the  sun  too  much. 
(You  should  also  avoid  tan¬ 
ning  booths  or  sun  lamps.) 
The  sun  is  powerful  even 
in  the  winter  and  even  if  it 
is  a  cloudy  day.  If  you  do 
go  outside,  look  for  shady 
areas,  and  try  to  avoid  the 
middle  of  the  day  when  the 
sun  is  the  strongest.  Use 
your  clothing  and  a  hat  to 
cover  you,  wear  sunglasses 
to  protect  your  eyes,  and 
use  sunscreen. 

The  strength  of  sun¬ 
screen  is  given  by  the  SPF 
number  on  the  bottle  and 
SPF  means  gun  Protection 
Factor.  Choose  a  sunscreen 
that  has  an  SPF  of  15  or 
higher.  If  you  are  going 
to  be  in  the  water,  choose 
a  sunscreen  that  will  not 


wash  off.  Use  about  as 
much  sunscreen  as  will  fit 
in  the  palm  of  your  hand 
and  do  not  forget  your 
ears,  your  face,  and  your 
hands. 

It  is  important  that 
you  check  your  skin  once 
a  month.  You  may  find  it 
helpful  to  use  a  mirror  or 
have  someone  help  you 
look  at  places  that  are  hard 
to  see  like  your  back.  Take 
your  time  getting  to  know 
what  your  skin  looks  like 
and  any  birthmarks  or 
moles  you  have— the  better 
you  know  your  skin,  the 
easier  it  will  be  for  you  to 
notice  if  there  is  a  change 
the  next  time  you  check 
your  skin.  Also,  although 
most  skin  cancers  are 
found  in  areas  of  skin  that 
are  exposed  to  the  sun, 
they  can  be  found  any¬ 
where  on  your  body. 

Look  for  any  new 
growths,  spots,  bumps, 
patches,  or  sores  which 
do  not  seem  to  be  healing. 
Look  for  any  rough  areas 
or  any  red  areas  which 
may  be  flat  on  the  skin  or 
raised  up  from  the  skin. 


If  you  see  a  mole,  look  at 
it  carefully.  Does  it  have 
a  strange  shape?  Is  it  not 
completely  round?  Does  it 
have  a  rough  edge?  Is  the 
color  uneven?  Is  it  larger 
than  a  grain  of  rice?  Has 
it  grown  larger  since  you 
checked  it  last  month?  If 
the  answer  to  any  of  these 
questions  is  yes,  go  and  see 
your  doctor  right  away. 

The  summer  is  a  great 
time  to  get  out  and  enjoy 
the  beautiful  weather.  Use 
the  information  above  and 
you  make  it  a  safe  summer 
by  protecting  yourself  and 
your  family  from  the  dam¬ 
age  the  sun  can  do.

Question:  I  have  a 
mortgage  on  my  house.  I 
have  enough  cash  on  the 
side  to  pay  off  the  mort¬ 
gage.  Should  I  do  it?

Answer:  If  there  is  a 
good  debt  to  have  it  is  a 
home  mortgage.  There  are 
a  few  reasons  for  this:  one 
is  that  current  home  mort¬ 
gages  are  at  very  low  rates. 
Many  of  you  probably 
have  locked  in  fixed  rates 
at  5  or  6%.  In  the  world  of 
interest  rates,  this  is  one  of 
the  lowest  in  history. 

With  a  home  mortgage 
you  also  have  the  benefit  of 
getting  a  mortgage  interest 
deduction,  which  is  direct 
savings  to  you  on  your 
taxes. 

However,  even  with 
the  benefits  of  a  home 
mortgage,  my  feelings  are 
that  the  less  debt  that  you 
have  the  better.  If  you  are 
fortunate  enough  to  have 
enough  assets  to  pay  off 
your  mortgage  without 
making  yourself  "house 
poor,"  I  generally  think 
it  would  be  a  good  idea. 
Right  now  current  CD 
yields  and  stock  market 
returns  are  very  low.  It 
would  be  very  tough  to 
have  your  returns  beat  the 
5  or  6%  that  you  would 
save  from  paying  down 
your  mortgage. 

Question:  My  husband 
and  I  have  been  married  a 
few  years  and  we  are  now 
thinking  about  buying  a 
home.  Our  credit  is  not 
very  good.  We  have  man¬ 
aged  to  save  about  10%  of 
the  house  price  for  a  down 
payment.  Is  now  a  good 


time  to  buy?

Answer:  Buying  a 
home  is  a  very  big  step 
and  I  commend  you  for 
working  hard  to  save  some 
money  for  the  down  pay¬ 
ment.  But  with  the  recent 
credit  crunch,  mortgage 
lenders  have  been  a  lot 
more  conservative  in  giv¬ 
ing  out  mortgages.  Many 
borrowers  with  less  than 
20%  down  and  lower  credit 
scores  have  had  difficult 
times  getting  a  mortgage  at 
•  reasonable  rates.  It  may  be 
better  for  you  to  continue 
savings  to  try  and  reach  the 
20%  down  payment  and  at 
the  same  time  work  to  re¬ 
duce  you  credit  scores.  (See 
my  January  2008  Sampan 
Article  for  tips  to  reduce 
your  credit  score). 

I  would  also  rec¬ 
ommend  you  and  your 
husband  to  sit  down  with 
an  established  bank  or 
mortgage  broker.  They 
should  be  able  to  tell  you 
what  amount  of  mortgage 
you  may  be  able  to  qualify 
for  and  what  rates  you  may 
be  able  to  get. 

Question:  What  dollar 
amount  am  I  able  to  gift  to 
people  without  incurring  a 
gift  tax?

Answer:  It  depends 
who  you  are  gifting  to.  If  it 
is  to  your  wife  or  a  spouse, 
there  is  an  unlimited 
amount  that  you  can  gift  to 
her  and  it  will  not  have  gift 
tax  consequences.  This  is 
called  the  marital  deduc¬ 
tion.  If  you  are  gifting  to  a 
different  individual  there 


is  a  $12,000  (or  $24000  for  a 
couple)  limit  per  year.  This 
does  not  include  tuition  or 
medical  costs  paid  directly 
to  the  institution  or  gifts  to 
charities.

by  2025.  Also,  new  immi¬ 
grants  represented  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  growth 
in  the  U.S.  civilian  labor 
force  in  the  last  three  years, 
and  experts  project  that 
between  2010  and  2030, 
immigrants  will  account 
for  all  of  the  growth  in  the 
domestic  labor  market. 

"The  immigrant 
community  has  always 
recognized  that  realizing 
their  full  economic  and 
social  potential  of  America 
requires  English  fluency 
in  English,  and  today  they 
are  acquiring  English  faster 
than  ever,"  Jammal  said. 
"We  are  encouraged  that 
members  of  Congress  are 
taking  steps  to  help  pro¬ 
vide  that  opportunity." 

Karen  K.  Narasaki, 
from  the  Asian  American 
Justice  Center,  said  the 


benefits  of  this  bill  will 
be  immense  for  the  Asian 
American  community, 
which  has  a  high  percent¬ 
age  of  English  learners. 

"More  than  a  third  of 
our  population  is  limited 
in  English  proficient  and  a 
majority  are  foreign-bom," 
said  Narasaki,  president 
and  executive  director 
of  AAJC.  "Today,  many 
Asian  Americans  are 
motivated  to  learn  English 
because  they  want  to  gain 
their  citizenship.  They 
know  that  access  to  English 
language  programs  leads 
to  increased  self-sufficiency 
and  better  lives  for  their 
children."

What's  the  hold-up? 

While  it  might  seem 
harmless  to  provide  bilin¬ 
gual  ballots  to  ensure  equal 
voting  rights  for  elderly 
Asian  American  voters,  the 
voting  rights  legislation  hit 
a  wall  of  opposition  from 
early  on. 

The  primary  op¬ 
position  has  come  from 
Secretary  of  State  William 
Galvin,  who  has  publicly 
opposed  inclusion  of  Chi¬ 
nese  names  on  the  ballot 
for  the  past  year.  While 
Galvin  has  stated  that  he 
opposes  transliteration  of 
candidate  names  because 
of  the  potential  to  confuse 
voters,  he  has  refused 
numerous  requests  from 
Asian  American  voters 
and  community  leaders 
to  discuss  his  concerns. 
Individual  voter  com¬ 
plaints,  public  information 
requests,  and  over  1600 
letters  sent  to  his  office 
have  gone  completely 
unanswered.  Yet  Galvin 
has  taken  the  time  to  speak 
to  the  media  on  several 
occasions,  including  a  talk- 
radio  appearance  last  May 
in  which  he  complained 
that  Asian  American  voters 
were  demanding  "special 
treatment." 

Although  he  is  the 
highest  ranking  official 
in  charge  of  elections  in 
Massachusetts,  Galvin  was 
not  a  named  party  in  the 
US  Department  of  Justice's 
voting  rights  lawsuit 
against  the  City  of  Boston 
in  2005,  and  he  was  not  at 
the  table  when  the  ensuing 
agreement  was  negotiated

to  launch  Chinese  and  Viet¬ 
namese  bilingual  ballots. 
Political  observers  point  to 
this  omission  as  the  source 
of  Galvin's  immovable  op¬ 
position.  Unfortunately,  it 
is  the  Asian  American  com¬ 
munity— which  also  was 
not  at  the  table  for  the  2005 
agreement  — that  suffers. 

As  the  official  in 
charge  of  certifying  all 
candidates,  managing  the 
state's  voter  lists,  admin¬ 
istering  all  elections,  and 
registering  all  lobbyists, 
the  Secretary  of  State  may 
not  have  convinced  many 
elected  officials  with  his 
views,  but  his  powers 
make  many  reluctant  to 
cross  him. 

Voting  in  the  Fall  2008 
Elections 

Without  the  passage  of 
new  legislation  by  July  31, 
Chinese  and  Vietnamese 
bilingual  ballots  will  end 
entirely  in  December  2008. 
But,  due  to  Galvin's  oppo¬ 
sition  to  including  candi¬ 
date  names  in  Chinese,  this 
year's  ballots  for  Septem¬ 
ber  16  and  November  4 
will  exclude  transliterated 
candidate  names  — i.e.,  ev¬ 
erything  will  be  translated 
but  the  most  important 
part  of  the  ballot! 

As  an  alternative 
to  a  fully  bilingual  bal¬ 
lot,  Galvin  has  promoted 
the  use  of  the  AutoMark 
machine  at  polling  station, 
an  expensive  new  machine, 
designed  to  assist  the 
visually  impaired,  which 
can  read  an  audio  record¬ 
ing  of  the  ballot  contents 
in  Chinese  to  the  voter. 

But  with  Chinese  names 
banned  from  the  ballot,  the 
AutoMark  machine  will 
read  the  candidate  names 
in  English  only,  and  thus 
be  of  little  help  to  Chinese- 
speakers.  At  the  Secretary 
of  State's  urging,  Boston's 
Election  Department  is 
setting  up  orientations  to 
the  AutoMark  machine  in 
Chinatown  this  week. 

State  Senator  Dianne 
Wilkerson,  who  represents 
Chinatown,  proposes 
that  the  state  print  fully 
bilingual  Chinese/ Eng¬ 
lish  sample  ballots  to  be 
distributed  to  all  Chinese¬ 
speaking  voters  in  Boston 
if  the  bilingual  ballot  bill 
does  not  pass  this  year.  If 
her  proposal  is  successful, 
the  sample  ballots  would 
be  implemented  in  the 
September  and  November 
elections.  Short  of  a  fully 
bilingual  ballot,  the  sample 


ballot  would  be  a  useful 
voting  aid  for  Chinese¬ 
speaking  voters.  It  would 
also  beg  the  question  of 
why  the  state  can't  print  a 
fully  bilingual  ballot. 

To  Be  Continued? 

In  January  2009,  a  new 
two-year  legislative  session 
will  begin,  and  the  com¬ 
munity  will  need  to  choose 
whether  or  not  to  continue 
the  fight  to  extend  bilin¬ 
gual  ballots. 

While  Secretary  Gal¬ 
vin's  opposition  is  unlikely 
to  change,  the  Coalition 
for  Asian  American  Voting 
Rights  has  several  months 
to  strategize  in  order  to 
motivate  other  officials  to 
play  a  stronger  advocacy 
role.  A  second-year  cam¬ 
paign  would  begin  with  a 
more  educated  pool  of  city 
and  state  officials. 

In  the  last  decade,  Chi¬ 
natown  has  moved  from 
political  invisibility  to  be¬ 
come  one  of  Boston's  most 
politically  active  neighbor¬ 
hoods.  The  bilingual  ballot 
agreement  itself  resulted 
from  an  increasingly  active 
voter  population  and  many 
individual  elderly  citizens 
who  spoke  up  for  their 
voting  rights  and  called  for 
bilingual  ballots.  With  the 
City  of  Boston's  launch  of 
fully  bilingual  ballots  in 
2007,  Chinatown's  voter 
turnout  rate  surpassed  the 
citywide  average  for  the 
first  time.  The  community 
has  suffered  a  temporary 
setback  by  failing  to  protect 
the  bilingual  ballot  before 
it  expires  this  year,  and  by 
failing  to  defeat  Galvin's 
banning  of  Chinese  names 
on  the  ballot. 

But,  even  in  the  face 
of  this  setback,  the  Asian 
American  community  has 
made  gains  as  well. 

The  breadth  of  com¬ 
munity  leaders  and  groups 
that  came  together  and 
contributed  to  the  cam¬ 
paign  signal  recent  efforts 
to  reach  a  new  level  of 
operational  unity  and  po¬ 
litical  maturity  within  the 
community.  Thousands 
of  voters  have  participated 
in  the  past  year's  voting 
rights  campaign,  and  hun¬ 
dreds  now  know  their  way 
to  City  Hall  and  the  State 
House.  Asian  American 
voters  felt  their  power  this 
spring  when  Boston  City 
Council  rapidly  turned 
around  from  a  neutral 
position  into  unanimous 
support  for  the  bilingual 
ballot  bill.  With  a  pub-

numbers,  moving  personal 
testimony,  and  a  wealth  of 
factual  information.
